Nation's youth experimenting more with drugs

government reported today that drug 
e xp e rim e n ta tio n is increasing 
among American youth, and that 
more whites and females are joining 
the trend. 
Four surveys released by the 
National Institute on Drug Abuse 
«NIDAi disclosed that between 19tt9 
and 1975 male high school seniors 
had a th re e fo ld 
in cre a se 
in 
marijuana and amphetamine use and 
a fourfold increase in barbiturate 
use 


T h is year, according to one of the 
surveys. 44 9 per cent of the senior 
boys said they had experimented 
with marijuana, compared with only 
13.4 per cent five years earlier 
The agency said that among youth 
aged 12 to 17 years, marijuana ex­ 
p e rim e n ta tio n had increa se d 
markedly from 14 per cent in 1972 to 
2.1 per cent in 1974 
Another survey showed that 53 per 
cent of all 18-to-25-vear-olds had ex­ 
p e rim e n te d with marijuana and that 
more than 6 per cent of all 18 year 


olds report they use it daily 
The steady increase in the use of 
licit and illic it substances is of great 
concern to us." said Dr. Robert L. du 
Pont, the Institute director. 
i t is apparently inevitable that 
young people are going to experi­ 
ment with cigarettes, alcohol and 
marijuana, and that this experience 
w ill lead too many young people to a 
regular pattern of undesirable use ot 
these drugs." he said. 
While the number ot heavy drug 
users is ‘'disturbing." du Pont said. 


the surveys in d ica te that the 
m ajority experimenting with illegal 
drugs either stop or use them only 
occasionally. 
For example, he said, six per cent 
of adult males aged 20 to 30 years 
have experimented with heroin but 
only three per cent use it occasional­ 
ly and one per cent regularly 
Among high school seniors who 
have experimented with marijuana, 
only six per cent are considered daily 
users and 40 per cent use it oc- 
casionallv. he said 


\ survey of young adults and young 
|K‘ople aged i2 to 17 years showed 
that while males have historically 
had more experience with drugs than 
females, the difference is dis­ 
appearing among teen-agers. 
The same nationwide probability 
sample also showed that, reversing 
the historic trend, whites now have 
more experience with illegal drugs 
than nonwtutes in the teen years. 
Drug experimentation appears to 
be heavier in the western states, ac­ 
cording to the study, although the 


difference 
is less pronounced in 
younger age groups 


“ ... there is no basis to suggest 
that the drug epidemic has ended, 
the report said 
indeed, for several 
drugs, notably cocaine, the data are 
consistent with a continuing increase 
m use." 


That study said that m ilita ry 
veterans, whether they had served 
only in the Cnit(*d States or in Viet­ 
nam. do not use drugs now any more 
frequently than nonveterans.

A group of o ffic ia ls from 28 
communities in the eastern part of 
Los Angeles County, including the 
valley, have agreed to recommend 
formation of an organization that 
would have more clout in dealing 
with the county. 
The group, which would call itselt 
the San Gabriel Valley Association of 
Cities, turned down a plan to outright 
secede from the rest of the county, 
but has agreed to take that proposal 
up again later 
Meeting at the Covina City Hall 
Tuesday night, the officials con­ 
sidered the adoption of a set of by­ 
laws for the Association of Cities, 
and agreed to meet again on Nov. 13 
The formation of the new group 
grows out of the area's disenchant­ 
ment with services provided by the 
county, according to Pomona City 
Councilman Adrian Wright, one of 
the representatives. 
The county, as it is now ((in­ 
stituted. does not reflect the needs of 
our cities.“ Wright contended “ The 
association w ill study ways of im ­ 
proving those county services, with 
all of the cities standing behind the 
common interest of the valley 
The association encompasses an 
area of about 850 square miles from 
Pasadena and South Pasadena on the 
west to the San Bernardino Countv 


lino on the east Its population is es­ 
timated at about t 1 a million 
Wright said he would recommend 
formation of the* association to the 
Citv Council Monday. At the time, ho 
said he w ill tile with the council a 20- 
page feasibility report which also 
recommends the formation ot a new 
county. 
The Pomona councilman said the 
two alternatives were the result of 
an exploratory meeting last June 
which sought ways to im prove

Hike in crime rate slows

- The 
nation * crime rate still is going up 
but it may not be rising quite so fast 
as it has tor nearly two years, ac­ 
cording to new FBI statistics. 
The 
statistics, 
issued Tuesday, 
showed that serious crime in the 
I'nited States increased 8 per cent in 
the second quarter of 1975 compared 
with the same period a year ago 
But an 18 per cent surge in the first 
three months of the year pushed the 
six-month increase to 13 per cent 
higher than the rate for the first halt 
of 1974 


Attv. Gen. Edward 11 Levi called 
attention to the slower rate of in­ 
crease but said, “ We can claim no 
great solace in the fact that the rate 
in the rise of serious crimes has les­ 
sened somewhat. 
Levi called the crime rate unac­ 
ceptable and said “ crime remains an 
enormous national problem /’ 
It's tar too soon to say whether the 
slower rate of increase tor April. 
May and June represents the beginn­ 
ings of a downward trend. 
But the 8 per cent figure was the 
first time in 21 months that the in­ 


crease has slowed to a level below ltt 
fH*r cent. 
The current upward spiral began 
with a ltt per cent surge in the final 
quarter of 1973 and has continued 
apace in each succeeding quarter. 
The FBI Uniform Crime Reports 
list only statistics for seven crime 
categories, without theorizing about 
the 
reasons fo r increases or 
decreases 
The report is based on the number 
Of m urders, rapes, robberies, 
burglaries, assaults, larcenies and 
motor vehicle thefts* 


Hit-run investigation 


WASHINGTON (A P » — M ultim il­ 
lionaire Armand Hammer pleaded 
guilty today to f(*deral campaign law 
violations, but a federal judge 
hesitated to accept the plea because 
of a conflict over whether the oil 
magnate can serve a prison term 
Hammer, chairman of the Oc­ 
cidental Petroleum Corporation, ad­ 
mitted to concealing $54,000 in con­ 
tributions to the 1972 re-election 
campaign of form er President 
Richard M. Nixon. 
The money was funnelled through 
former Montana Gov. Tun M Bab 
cock, who pleaded guilty almost 10 
months ago to sim ilar charges 
Hammer, wearing a dark blue suit 
and sta n d in g r i g i d l y in the 
courtroom, was asked at least six 
limes by Chief U S. District Judge 
W illiam B. Jones Jr. it he understood 
ihat a guilty plea could result in a 
maximum three year prison term 
and fine of $3,000. 
Each time, the slight, gravhaired 
Hammer replied that whether a jail 
sentence could be imposed was in 
dispute.

The witness. Ronald Lawrence 
Marshal. 28. of 1191 E. Holt Blvd.. 
testifying in the murder trial of 
Samuel Lorie Guardalibene. 60. of 
Upland. told the W est V alley 
Superior Court jury that after Gomez 
fell over dead from a gunshot wound 
of the head. ‘Sam,” the defendant, 
asked him to help cover the body 
with sand 
Marshal. Friday agreed to appear 
as a prosecution witness against the 
defendant, and was allowed to plead 
guilty to a charge of being an acces­ 
sory to murder 
Until his pleas. 


Marshal had been charged with first 
degree m urder along with Guar­ 
dalibene. 
Police originally arrested Thomas 
Bradley Telford Sr., 31; G uar­ 
d alib en e. a fo rm e r W est End 
Realtor, and Marshal in the case. 
Telford was convicted of second 
degree m urder in a previous jury 
trial He admitted to police he pulled 
the trigger of the rifle that killed 
Gomez in the Ontario City Dump 
southeast of Ontario International 
Airport 
In his testimony Monday. Marshal 
described how he. Guardalibene. 
Telford. Gomez, and two women 
drove out to the city dump in 
Septem ber after m eeting at the 
Capri Restaurant in Ontario. He said 
that the group went to the location in 
separate cars, and once there, 
separated. He said Telford went into 
the brush, the two women into some 
large grapevines and he, Guar- 


dalibene, and Gomez into a wash 
Once in the wash. Marshal said 
Guardalibene stopped, saying “ This 
is a good spot” and Marshal heard a 
shot. He said Gomez fell, holding his 
side. He said Gomez took his hand 
away from his side, and it was 
covered with blood. The witness said 
a second shot rang out and Gomez 
fell over dead. 
He told the jury that “Sam 
then 
began to quickly cover the body with 
sand and asked him to help A few 
minutes later. Marshal said. Telford 
walked out of the grapevines and into 
the wash. 
He said the group decided to leave 
the area and come back later to bury 
the body. Marshal recalled that the 
next day on Guardalibene’s instruc­ 
tions he and Telford returned in a 
station wagon, loaded the body inside 
w rapped in plastic garbage bags and 
drove it to another area near Patton 
Road in Riverside County He said 


there thev rolled the body over a 
cliff. 
He recalled they returned to 
Jeanette Alderson’s home in Glen 
Avon to strip and junk the station 
wagon Miss Alderson was one of the 
women in the group that went to the 
dump the night. Gomez was killed 
Marshal, under cross examination 
by Guardalibene’s attorney John 
Kennedy, admitted that he had told 
several conflicting versions of the 
m urder to authorities, none im­ 
plicating his client until last week 
when he made his plea to the acces­ 
sory to murder charge. Marshal also 
recalled that Miss Alderson often 
used to tease Telford with stories of 
witchcraft and sacrifices. 
He said that Telford once told him 
after the Gomez killing that he had 
done it because he was afraid that 
Jeanette would make a sacrifice of 
him 
M a r s h a l also d e sc rib e d how 
Telford and Gomez used to tell 
sto ries about Vietnam, one trying to 
Law gives legislators 10% raise 


SACRAMENTO (APi — Leg­ 
islation giving California s leg­ 
islators a 10 per cent pay raise has 
been signed into law. 


Gov Edmund Brown's office an­ 
nounced the action late Tuesday. 


The bill, introduced by the Senate 
Rules Committee, was one of nearly 
200 awaiting the Democratic gover­ 
nor’s action by midnight tonight. 
The raise wouldn’t go into effect 
until l)e< 6. 1976. But it would in­ 
crease legislative salaries from 
»21.120 to »23.232. 
In 1967, the legislators were 
receiving $16.000 a year. Voting on 
their own raises, the pay went to 
»19.200 in 1971 and $21.120 this year 
Thev also receive $30 a day for ex­ 
penses when in session, free state 
leased cars and state-paid gasoline 
credit cards 
The bill had passed the Assembly 
with a margin of only two votes, and 
the Senate with a margin of one vote. 
Among other bills signed was one 
which could add a million voters to 


California s Democratic majority by 
letting non-voters stay registered. 
Other m ajor measures signed: 
- A ban on housing discrimination 
based on sex or m arital status. 
A m easure to lim it courts’ 
authority to block peaceful picketing 
during a strike. 
— A com prom ise bill on envi­ 
ronmental requirem ents tor logging 
projects, exempting them from the 
tough 
California 
Environm ental 
Duality Act but subjecting them to 
state Resources Agency standards. 
—The adm inistration's $700.000 
proposal for a revamped California 
Arts Council. 
The voter bill, by Assemblyman 
J im 
K e y s o r , 
D - S e p u l v e d a . 
eliminates the purge of non-voters 
from the registration rolls which 
takes place after every presidential 
and gubernatorial election 
Last year 2 million Democrats and 
1 million Republicans were purged 
from the rolls for failing to vote. 
Democrats, who cast all the votes 
tor the bill, say it will help people ex­ 


ercise their voting rights. But 
Republicans call it a blatantly par­ 
tisan measure. 
The housing bill, by Sen Nicholas 
Pétris. I »-Oakland, was prompted by 
complaints from single women un­ 
able to find housing 
The picketing bill, by Sen. George 
Moscone. D-San Francisco, bars in­ 
junctions against peaceful picketing 
unless it blocks access to a place ol 
business. 
The logging bill was carried by 
Sen. John Nejedly. R-Watnut Creek, 
with administration backing. Logg­ 
ing companies opposed it. saying 
state Board of Forestry restrictiorfs 
already protect the environment 
The Arts Council, under a bill by 
Sen. George Zenovich. D-Fresno.will 
be appointed by the governor to 
replace the Arts Commission and 
decide how the state should subsidize 
the arts. 
Among the bills vetoed was one 
backed by the dairy industry which 
would have e l i m i n a t e d s t at e 
minimum wholesale milk prices.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Pacific 
Telephone Co. has lost a plea for a 
speed-up in act ion on its request for a 
$131.2 million rate increase. 
The state Public Utilities Commis­ 
sion voted 3-2 Tuesday to reject the 
company's motion to set hearings on 
the application. The PUC said the 
ruling came in spite of “ unusual 
pressure" from the company, which 
also has pending an earlier ap­ 
plication for an $83.8 million in­ 
crease 
The company’s motion, filed Aug 
I. said Pacific Telephone would start 
suffering “ irreparable harm ” after 
Aug. 3. when wage increases in­ 
cluded in the $131 million request 
becam e effective. The company 
complained its bond rating had drop­ 
ped (Hid could drop further. 
The PUC said the com pany’s 
problems “can hardly be traced to 
regulatory delays in California; the 


general state ot the-economy must 
be considered. Regulation does not 
guarantee that, in spite of economic 
conditions, a utility will realize its 
assigned rate of return 
The PUC said action was delayed 
on both telephone company applica­ 
tions because the two were tiled so 
close together

McCracken, who had been dis­ 
charged from the hospital Thursday, 
was readm itted Tuesday and doctors 
said he was resting comfortably. 
The 37-year-old man discontinued 
dialysis treatm ent July 22 because of 
its “ sheer agony.” He was quoted by 
his wife as saying Tuesday that he 
did not want to be put back on the 
machine. 
At the* tim e M cCracken dis­ 
continued his daily, life-sustaining 
treatments, doctors estimated he 
would die within two weeks.

“ Perhaps the most useful con­ 
tribution that the federal govern­ 
ment can make to the recovery that 
is now taking place in the private 
economy literally is to get out of the 
wav. that is to avoid taking actions 
which would impede it," he said. 


Not enough, doctors say 
L.A. County restores 
$6 million for health 


LOS A N G ELES (A P) - The 
county Board of Supervisors has 
restored about $6 million of a $10 
million health services budget cut­ 
back, but doctors from three county 
hospitals say it isn't enough. 


“ The issue is whether the in­ 
digenes of this county will be served 
by a second-class medical care 
svste m ." D r. M ark Chassin, 
chairman of the Joint Council of 
Interns and Resident Physicians, 
said Tuesday “ Our three hospitals 
are dangerously understaffed and 
underequipped 


Chassin represents some 1.200 
physicians at County-USC Medical 
Center. Harbor General Hospital and 
Martin Luther King Hospital 
“ Nobody likes a strike," said 
Chassin. but added it may come 
down to that. He also said a class- 
action lawsuit may be filed and a 
grand jury investigation requested.

Sen. William Proxmire. 
D-Wis., agreed, saying that 
the contractors refuse to 


disclose publicly exactly 
how much they are paid. 
Rickover criticized Pen­ 
tagon controls on IR&D as 
“ largely cosmetic.” saying 
inspectors have failed to 
disqualify projects on the 
grounds they have “ no 
potential military relation­ 
ship.” 


“ I cannot envision a 
project that could not be 
defended as having a po­ 
tential military relation­ 
ship.” Rickover said. 
“ What is to prevent a 
turbine manufacturer from 
studying fruit flies since 
fruit is eaten by the piccolo 
player of a m ilita ry 


band?" 
He cited approval of such 
projects as sewage treat­ 
ment systems for coin­ 
operated laundries, the 
development of home ap­ 
pliances and plans for heat­ 
ing high-rise buildings as 
projects the Pentagon has 
paid for.

Kven though sm oking on a high 
school cam pus is illegal, it has been 
perm itted in designated areas on two 


high school cam puses in Pomona, 
and across the street from a third, 
for the past four years. 


Schools supt. Robert E. Wentz said 
establishm ent of the areas helped 
create a ‘ much m ore peaceful at­ 
m osphere’’ at the high schools than 
existed previously — citing, for in­ 
stance. Dot*. 7-8. 1971. when rioting 
erupted and schools w ere closed. 


FJevon of the 12 persons who ad­ 
dressed the board urged that the 
dem ocratic process be allowed to 
function at the individual schools.

Pine angered som e in the audience

It is al90 the principal problem of thousands of 
other com m unities across the nation. While we can­ 
not hope to solve the problem on a national scale, 
there is something all of us can do about this situa­ 
tion where we live and work. 
Pomona is worth saving. It has m eant too much 
to too many and it is too good a com m unity to let it 
go down the drain. But act we m ust to stop this 
wave of serious crim e that is hurting business, 
emptying residences and lowering property values. 
This is not just Pom ona’s problem , but also the 
concern of everyone in this valley because what 
happens here resounds to the benefit or detrim ent 
of surrounding com m unities. 
If readers of this new spaper are interested in see­ 
ing Pomona restored to the proud city it once was . .. 
If readers of this new spaper believe as we do that 
now is the tim e for an all out w ar against crim e . . 
. . then we invite them to indicate their agree­ 
ment by clipping this editorial and m ailing it to the 
Progress Bulletin, P O Box 2708.

You told us, your readers, how to 
“vote” approval to your Sunday 
editorial. You didn't say how to vote 
opposed to it. 
Turning a police blotter into a 
headline is a lazy way to run a new­ 
spaper. A few weeks ago I counted 
off the stories in the PB, and the 
great bulk of them were police blot­ 
ter, wire services, or social an­ 
nouncements. I compared this with 
the New York Times for the same 
day. New York has its crim e 
problems, but the Times is doing its 
share to help: it carries few wire 
services, the bulk of the stories are 
from special correspondents of the 
paper, going in depth into items of in­ 
terest in city and world. Crime 
stories are almost never front page, 
never used to “sell” the paper But 
in every issue you will find informa­ 
tion which helps New Yorkers un­ 
derstand their city. Understanding a 
problem leads to correction of the 
problem. 
Checking the hospital reports dai­ 
ly. and regular calls to the police sta­ 
tion is a cheap way to get local news. 
It also does not tell about t..» true 
city. Give your reporters better as­ 
signments; give them latitude in 
what they can do. Downgrade and 
backpage your “easy” news — the 
police blotter and the hospital 
record Get back to doing something 
in depth rather than skimming the 
surface. Give your readers, and the 
Pomona residents, some under­ 
standing of the city, and some of the 
positive aspects of the community. 
Crime stories without any solu­ 
tions, and without any substantial 
other news, give your parishioners 
nothing to build on Worse: they help 
create a closed and fearful climate 
of attitude which kills the very spirit 
of public interest in the community 
which is the first antidote to crime.

Marcos' 
coverup plots 


WASHINGTON — In Washington, both Congress and 
the Justice Department are investigating our charges of 
last July that Philippine President Ferdinand Marcos of­ 
fered a witness a $50,000 bribe not to testify on Capitol 
Hill about corruption and tyranny-in the Philippines 
In Manilla. Marcos reacted in a different way. He 
brought criminal charges against the witness, former 
press censor Primitivo Mijares, and is now using the 
criminal complaint as a ruse to seek his extradition. 
Marcos has also retaliated against a San Francisco 
newspaper, the weekly Philippine News, which played up 
our bribe story. He brought pressure through his 
Secretary of Tourism, Jose Aspiras, on U.S. travel agen­ 
cies to withdraw their ads from the paper. 
The Marcos regime has the power, of course, to deny 
Philippine visas, commercial papers and other docu­ 
ments to clients of the travel agencies. As a result, four 
travel agencies have closed their accounts with the 
Philippine News. Publisher Alex Esclamado estimates 
the advertising loss will cost him $50.000 a year. 
A spokesman for the Philippine Embassy in Washington 
told us that the embassy has no knowledge of any adver­ 
tising boycott against the Philippine News If advertising 
was withdrawn from the paper, the spokesman added, 
“ these acts were unsanctioned by the Philippine 
government.” 
On the contrary, we have obtained the actual letter that 
was sent to two of the travel agencies. It confirms the ex­ 
tortion in the baldest terms. We have also established that 
the pressure came directly from Marcos personal aide. 
Dr. Guillermo De Vega. 
The letter, written by Hotel Filipinas president Jose 
Cobanrubias, declares bluntly: “This letter will serve to 
confirm the verbal message that the Honorable Jose D. 
Aspiras. Secretary of Tourism, asked me yesterday after­ 
noon to convey to you, i.e.. that he would consider it a per­ 
sonal favor if you would discontinue your advertisements 
in the Philippine News. 
“As vou know, the Philippine News has been con 
tinuously attacking the President. You also are aware of 
Secretary Aspira s utmost respect for, and loyalty to. 
President Marcos; hence, this request should not be too 
much of a surprise to you." 
In a cable to the Philippine Embassy. Cobarrubias has 
taken full responsibility for the extortion letter “Before I 
tried to persuade the travel agencies to pull out.from 
Philippine News,” he cabled. “ 1 talked with Secretary of 
Tourism Jose Aspiras, and he agreed with me that the 
newspaper and others like it were hurting the local 
tourism industry. 
“ He said he and his department would not object to my 
campaign and would not stop me from going ahead with it 
since it was based on my own personal conviction ’ 
We have an affidavit that we have verified, however, 
that the real pressure came from Marcos' Malacanang 
palace. His personal aide in Manila and Philippine consul 
Trinidad Alconcel in San Francisco put the heat on the 
travel agencies, according to our sworn evidence. 
The two agencies, Phil-Am and Gem. regularly send of­ 
ficials to Manila. Both Phil-Am’s Emile Heredia and 
Gem’s Joseph Libunao encountered pressure in Manila. 
Libunao sent a cryptic cable to his San Francisco office 
declaring: “ Requested by Aspiras to cooperate with 
Malacanang to help with the scandal . . . Will explain 
details.” 
Spokesmen for the travel firms were shocked that we 
had obtained the extortion letter. They confirmed that 
they had cancelled their ads but refused to comment on 
their reasons Explained Heredia: “I have a lot of 
employees. I do not want to get involved 
Publisher Esclamado told us he had broken with 
Marcos over his totalitarian tactics but “never thought 
he’d get away with reaching into the I! S. to bully our 
advertisers.” 
Footnote: We traced the $50,000 bribe from the Philip­ 
pine National Bank to Lloyds Bank of California The 
money was deposited in a joint bank account in I lie names 
of the witness Mijares and Marcos’ man Alconcel On the 
day that Mijares went ahead with his damaging 
testimony, the $50.000 was withdrawn by Alcopcel In 
tairness to Marcos, we devoted a full column to a per­ 
sonal cable he sent us giving his side of the story He 
claimed that the $50.000 was not a bribe but a down pay­ 
ment for a prc^Marcos newspaper that Mijares had 
wanted to establish.

Cory told us the basic advice he gave last May 
still holds — recipients of such solicitations should 
read carefully to be sure they understand what they 
are to receive for their money and then be sure they 
get what they pay for. 
He sent us a copy of his earlier warning that 
mass-mailing “ heir chasers" are luring money 
from thousands of Californians who think they may 
share in abandoned property and unclaimed es­ 
tates. 
“ These letters offer to supply copies of docu­ 
ments on a specific property or estate in return for 
a fee," he said. “ Rarely ever is a claimant found by 
this method but the copying fees add up to a fine in­ 
come for the people who send the letters." 
Cory said these "heir chasers" make use of lists 
of abandoned property and unclaimed estates main­ 
tained as public records. 
Their usual practice, he said, is to send their let­ 
ters to all persons bearing the same surname as the 
former property owner or decedent and living in the 
area with which that individual was associated dur­ 
ing his or her lifetime. 
Fees requested for document copying range from 
less than $10 to more than $50 If only a few people 
respond to each mailing, the "heir chasers" show a 
profit. 
Cory said the operation is not necessarily illegal 
as solicitating letters generally are carefully 
worded to avoid misrepresentation or any proposal 
that might be considered fraudulent. 
If a recipient chooses to pay the fee asked by such 
a firm and doesn’t receive exactly what he paid for, 
he should immediately report the incident to the 
police.

DEAR READER - If you read my 
column regularly you would know 
that I often recommend c*strogen 
replacement for those who need it 


and have no medical problems that 
would be made worse with these hor­ 
mones 
Hot flashes are one of the 
maififestations of the menopause 
that can be greatly benefited by giv­ 
ing estrogen. What you fail to 
recognize in your rush to judgment is 
that many of the symptoms you think 
of as related to menopause are also 
caused by a number erf other medical 
disorders. I don't assume 1 know the 
cause of every symptom a person 
tells me about, but happen to believe 
a good history and examination may 
provide a better basis for h decision 
regarding treatment.

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AP analysis: reasons for the uproar on executions 
Parents find touching note after son dies 


LONDON (A P) — Deepseated opposition to Western 
Europe's last dictatorship, to political repression and to 
capital punishment are among the reasons for the uproar 
of condemnation of the execution of five Spanish 
terrorists last weekend. 
Demonstrations and attacks on Spanish property 
erupted throughout Western Europe Twelve govern­ 
ments called their ambassadors home temporarily to ex­ 
press their disapproval of Generalissimo Francisco Fran­ 
co's refusal to commute the death sentences. 
Pope Paul V I called the executions “ murderous repres­ 
sion." 


“ Satanic murderers," said Swedish Premier Olof 
Palme of the Franco regime. 
It was the biggest outburst of indignation in Europe 
since World War II. 
Communists, Trotskyites, Maoists and other militant 
leftists were prominent in the street affrays. But the ex­ 
tent of the reaction and particularly the reaction of anti­ 
communist governments and of the Pope made clear that 
this was much more than another Communist attack on 
conservatism. 
Much of Western Europe is governed by Socialists or 
Socialist-led coalitions, and the Socialists have been the 


avowed enemies of Franco since he killed a Socialist de­ 
mocracy in the Spanish civil war. It is a policy supported 
by millions, many of whom do not forget that Hitler and 
Mussolini helped bring him to power. 
Expectations of the end of the Franco regime were 
heightened by the revolution in Portugal last year, which 
left Spain with the only dictatorship in Western Europe 
But the regime's response to an upsurge of terrorism this 
year made clear that harsher repression and not lib­ 
eralization was its recipe for survival. 
The executions also went against a prevailing senti­ 
ment abroad against capital punishment. Almost every 


West European country except Spain and Portugal has 
outlawed or does not carry out the death sentence. 
The belief was also general that the military trials of 
the five terrorists — and of six others whose death 
sentences were commuted — were mockeries of justice 
“ Any government which chooses to execute terrorists 
must make doubly sure that it executes the right people 
after a fair trial — otherwise it is merely answering 
political murder with judicial murder." said the London 
Daily Mail, a conservative paper. 
The United States, Britain and France tried this after 
World War II but failed to bring Franco down. 


ROSEAU, Minn. (AP) — “ I must have been the richest 
guy on earth to have you two as parents ... Thank you for 
everything!!!" said the letter from a teen-ager who never 
mailed it before he died. 
The letter from Jon Lynn Bergland, 19, was found 
among his belongings after he was killed in an auto acci­ 
dent last month near the family farm here. 
" I am happy that 1 realized how lucky I really am 
before I left home, so now I have this opportunity to thank 
you. an opportunity not all children have." he said. 
His parents. Rep. Robert Bergland. D-Minn , and his 
wife, Helen, call it their “ most prized possession." They 
released it as a testimonial to their son and an inspiration 
to parents who have lost a child. 


The undated, single-spaced typed letter was written in 
the past year and addressed to "Dearest Mom and Dad " 
Jon. one of seven children, had been a vocational- 
technical student at Staples. Minn He had undergone ex­ 
tensive surgery for bums suffered in an accident when he 
was 6. 
Here, including misspellings, are excerpts: 
" I know it may seem that I was not always gratful! for 
my mother and father, but, 1« after looking at ¿11 of the 
other kvd s parents, I relise how lucky I was for having 
you two as parents. 
“ There were times when I could not see your logic you 
used in raising me But I now see I must have been the 
richest guv on earth to have you two as parents. 


“ I hope all of my brothers see someday, as I do now, 
how lucky and rich they realy are. I do not think you 
goofed once in the raising of me. 


“ You have given me all that I have ever needed, you 
have given me: Love, money when I need it, attention 
when 1 needed it, you have given me a good education, you 
have given me comon sense, and a realistic look at life 
and the world. 


“ Mom. I know there were times when I tried my 
hardest to get under your skin, but you have always 
treated me right. Dad. hang on to Mom. 1 know there are 
a lot of people who search all of their lives for someone 
like her.

H EM PH ILL. Tex. (A P) - The most sobering effect of 
Sheriff Alan Greer's jail is his 70-year-old gallows. “ It 
cures drunks faster than anything I know of, Greer says. 
Greer's four-cell jail is packed away in the dark hol­ 
lows of the Deep East Texas piney woods, just a pine con­ 
e's throw from the Louisiana border. 
A hangman's noose uncoils loosely from the jail's se­ 
cond floor down through a trap door and stops short of a 
cage-like cell. The rope sometimes casts an eerie shadow 
against the graffitti-marked cement walls. 
The gallows is no toy. It never was. 
" I don't know how many men were hung on that thing. 
There were a few." Greer said " I believe the last guy 
strung up there was back around 1917 ' 
Greer said the original rope hung from the gallows for 
50 years "until it just rotted and fell off. We put up 
another one." 
Texas county authorities are no longer empowered to 
execute convicted criminals The death penalty now is 
carried out only at the state prison in Huntsville where, 
death row inmates say. the condemned prisoner is strap­ 
ped into "Old Sparky" (the electric chair) and “ rides the 
lightning " 
No prisoners have been executed in Texas since 1964 
The gallows at Hemphill was built in 1908 A prisoner 
was taken to the second floor and stationed atop the trap 
door On signal, the door was opened and the condemned 
person dropped through 
Greer says he often puts drunks in the cell nearest the 
gailows noose, just for the quieting effect. 
“ I don’t think they get scared much," said retired 
Sabine County Judge Ed Harper, 80. “ None of them ever 
talked to me about it." 
But Greer says the presence of the old gallows is effec­ 
tive 
Prisoners usually have some kind of comment upon see­ 
ing the noose, but one in particular stands out in Greer s 
memory 
“ I throwed an old boy in there one evening He was 
drunk and really raising hell. Cuttin’ up pretty good Then 
he closed one eye and cocked the other one up ther on that 
noose and 1 said ‘Boy, you know what that thing s for’’ 
“ And he k>okcd at it for a minute and said. Yes sir.’ 
Heal quiet like 1 never heard another peep out of him.

license fees to force world 
grain prices to a level 
higher 
than domestic 
price*. 
The revenue from export 
fee* could then be used, he 
added, 
to 
in c re a s e 
A m erican farm p ro­ 
duction and to help pour 
nations buy food and oil 
Such a policy. Stevenson 
added, would restore 


American prestige with 
Third World nations and in­ 
duce them to exert some 
pressure on OPEC nations 
to lower oil prices. 
"Food is a source of 
United Stales power as >et 
unused 
At present- 
leave the price and supply 
of food to speculators, the 
Soviet Union and the AFL- 
CIO ." Stevenson said 
The senator said tie did 
not consider miltary action 
a feasible option to lorce j 
lowering of oil prices. But

California's nonprofit 
arts industry does $79 
million worth of business a 
year, and ranks only after 
New York's as the na­ 
tions largest 
But California ranks 
among the lowest in state 
support— never over $1 
million a year, compared 
to New York s almost $40 
million. 
I‘oils show that Califor­ 
nians hold the arts in high 
esteem 
and 
have a 
willingness to pay for 
public programs, says Su­ 
san Hooper Billstein. ex­ 
ecutive director of the 
commission. 
But right now. there are 
reports of contusion and 
uncertainty in arts circles 
as the philosophy ot the 
state s role shifts from 
that of conservative for­ 
mer movie star Ronald 
Reagan to that of former 
seminarian Brown. 
Arts groups which have 
received state aid tear a 
cutoff« and those who 
haven't are apprehensive 
about getting some. 
Brown's program is still 


unknown, and time is 
short. 
The nine-member 
council becomes legal Jan 
I, and will have only until 
June 30 spent the $700,000. 
It will be Brown's show. 
After using his political 
clout to shunt aside other 
legislation, he won the 
right to appoint all nine 
members as well as the ex­ 
ecutive director and two 
deputies. 
The whole ball is now in 
the lap of Brown's special 
assistant for the arts. 
Jacques Barzaghi. 
Barzaghi. a form er 
movie maker, says the aim 
is to m ax im ize the 
enriching benefits of the 
arts, increasing the quality 


of life for the most possible 
people He says the educa­ 
tion of children is basic. 
Barzaghi is investigating 
several courses of action. 
But he doesn't speak 
favorably of the grants 
program of the outgoing 
Arts Commission. 
“ It's too easy to give 
away money." 
Barzaghi 
said in a recent interview. 
“ You give to 100 groups, 
and 1.000 are unhappy ' 
The commission passed 
out nearly $«00,000 to 234 
groups, with each dollar 
drawing two in federal 
m atching 
funds. 
The 
groups ranged from big 
symphony orchestras to lit- 


tle 
innercity cultural 
centers. 
The commission, until it 
bows out Dec. 31. is keep­ 
ing up its schedule of arts 
clinics throughout the state 
at which nonprofit groups 
are given practical advice 
on financing and manage­ 
ment. 
Barzaghi s theme is 
extending and expanding 
the state's existing arts- 
related programs. He says 
the state is a lrea d y 
spending $150 million to 
$175 million a year on arts 
programs ranging from art 
education—the largest 
item —to graphics on 
brochures. 


He says every depart­ 
ment has something that 
could be boldly and im­ 
aginatively expanded. 
“ Take freeways for ex­ 
ample." said Barzaghi. 
“ They're boring. 
But 
California has the best 
muralists—Chicanos—and 
they're looking for space 
and work." 
Barzaghi waved his arms 
in the motion of traffic 
zooming over and under on 
a 
freeway interchange. 
“ There's plenty of wall 
space. Imagine beautiful 
murals everywhere. Peo­ 
ple would talk. That would 
be using art to get com­ 
munications."

off city streets by rain goes 
into the harbor, bypassing 
sewage tratment plants. 


“ Dust carried by un­ 
treated rainfall probably 
contributes about 20 per 
cent of several toxic trace 
metals introduced into the 
harbor." Kelinman told the 
15th Annual Hanford Life 
Sciences Symposium here. 


Kelinman. a New York 
University Medical Center 
researcher, said that dust- 
tall in the city is only about 
one hundredth of that 
measured in the late 1930s 
lie said the reduction is 
probably due to reduced 
coal burning and increased 
use of low-sulfur fuels 


Another scientist told the 
symposium on “ Biological 
Implications of Metals in 
the 
Environm ent'’ 
that 
dredging in San Francisco 
Bay may increase toxic 
metal concentrations 


Jeff Serno. a research 
scientist at Battelle s 
Pacific Northwest Labor­ 
atories here, said that 
dredging exposes such 
metals as mercury, lead, 
zinc, copper and cadmium 
to oxygen 


When the metals oxidize, 
he said, their concentra­ 
tions in the water may in­ 
crease 
Even slight increases in 
the metal levels could 
significantly 
increase 
overall toxicity of the 
water, he said

The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) has 
temporarily amended 
federal meat inspection 
regulations to assure con­ 
sumers an uninterrupted 
supply of cooked sausages 
and pork products. This ac­ 
tion was taken because of 
current and projected 
shortages of pork. 
Dr. L. J 
Raforth. 
regional director of meat 
and poultry inspection for 
USDA in Alameda said the 
amendment allows meat 
processors more flexibility 
in adjusting formulas for 
products containing com­ 


binations of beef and pork 
— such as frankfurters, 
knockwurst and bologna — 
without changing the labels 
for these products. 
Products containing two 
kinds of meat as the main 
ingredients — one of which 
is pork - and currently 
labeled in the ingredient 
statement as, for example, 
“Beef and Pork” or “Pork 
and Beef”, may be for­ 
mulated with no less than 
10 per cent pork rather 
than the p rev io u sly 
required 30 per cent. This 
amendment will expire 
July 1. 1976. 


Dr. Rafoth emphasised 
that the total amount of 
meat in the product will 
not be changed since beef 
would have to be sub­ 
stituted for any portion of 
pork eliminated from the 
formula. 
During recent months, 
meat processors have been 
experiencing difficulty in 
obtaining sufficient sup­ 
plies of pork to meet USDA 
labeling requirements for 
such products. No im­ 
provement in the pork sup­ 
ply situation is expected 
soon. 
Based on the June 1 hog 


inventory, pork production 
through the end of the year 
is expected to fall 20 per 
cent below the same period 
last year. This would result 
iq the lowest pork produc­ 
tion since 1965 according to 
USDA 
Under the present cir­ 
cumstances. it would be 
impractical to require 
processors to furnish new 
labels to reflect adjusted 
formulas using less pork. 
Dr. Raforth added. It 
would take an estimated 6 
to 10 months to get suf­ 
ficient labeling printed and 
approved. In the mean­ 


time. the flow of such 
products to consumers 
would be interrupted, and 
the high cost of re ­ 
designing labels also would 
be passed on to consumers. 


According to Dr. Rafoth, 
the temporary amendment 
to federal meat inspection 
regulations bypasses these 
possible economic effects 
by allowing processors to 
use existing labels for such 
products containing not 
less than 10 per cent pork 
until next July, when pork 
supplies are expected to 
improve. 


FOOD MARKETING 
ALERT 
The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture 
(USDA) 
reports that wholesale and 
retail market supplies of 
apples, pears, and rice will 
be unusually heavy during 
October. 
Specialists with USDA's 
Agricultural Marketing 
Service report fresh ap­ 
plies and processed apple 
products will be in exces­ 
sively large supply. This 
year’s apple crop is ex­ 
pected to be 12 percent 
larger than last year and 
the largest commercial 


crop on record. The Fresh 
B artlett pear crop Is 
forecast to top last year’s 
by 4 percent With the rice 
crop partially harvested, 
the forecast calls for a new 
record-high production of 9 
percent over last year’s 
large crop. 
THE APPLE CRUNCH 
U .S. production of apples 
is forecast at 173.7 million 
bushels to set a record.

THE PEAR FACT* 
Bartlett pear production 
in California, Oregon, and 
Washington is expected to 
be near the record. Total 
crop is forecast at 516,000

The bumper crop will 
keep the fresh market 
pipelines full through Oc­ 
tober with plenty left for 
commercial processors. 
In Oregon and Washing­ 
ton, as of mid-September, 
the anticipated pack of 
2.636.000 standard box 
equivalents for fresh mar­ 
ket would exceed the 1974 
pack by 000.000 boxes. In 
California the pack for 
fresh market of 3,846 car­ 
loads has exceeded the ear­ 
ly season estimate by more 
than 300 carloads and 1974 
shipments by nearly 800 
carloads.

And at the end of it-a fte r 42 in­

The record books will record it 
simply: Ali over Joe Frazier, TKO. 
14th round But the cold statistics 
don't pay proper tribute to the 
durability and refusal to fold on the 
part of a great champion and the raw 
courage of the challenger. 
He could have whupped any 
tighter in the world, except me. 
a 
weary Ali said afterward. “ He is 
great—he is greater than I thought. 
He is one hell of a fighter and it was 
one hell of a fight.“ ' 
It was the third meeting between 
these two powerful black men—the 
champion out of Louisville. Ky., 33. a 
man who has been at center stage for 
15 years now . and the challenger. 31, 
out ot the Jim Crow South and a oae- 
time slaughterhouse butcher in a 
Philadelphia ghetto 
Both of the early battles were 
slugging matches which went the 
lim it—Frazier taking the first in 15 
and All the second in 12—and this one 
went through 14 rounds with little to 
choose between them 
But in the 14th. drawing upon some 
mysterious source of strength after 
appearing on his last legs in the 
fight's middle rounds. Ali jarred 
Frazier's rock-like head with a 
sledgehammer right and sent the 
challenger's knees crumbling with a 
series of one-two punches to the 
head.

One of the times was in the 10th 
round when the stubby, stoop­ 
shouldered Frazier lashed out with a 
left hook that caught Ali flush on the 
jaw Ali’s legs wobbled momentari­ 
ly. but he quickly recovered.

This fantastic ability to reach into 
some invisible reservoir for strength 
and Iresh competitive vigor was the 
kevnote of the fight. 
• Just when it looked as if he might 
be running out of gas, he cam e up 
with that extra gas tank," Dundee 
said “ It is a faculty which he is 
known for. He is a great fighter and a 
great champion." 
When the fight ended. The As­ 
sociated Press scorecard showed the 
fighters tied in points 66 to 66. All 
Philippine officials had Ali ahead 
Judge Larry Nadayag had Ali ahead 
66-62 Col Alfredo Quiazon scored it 
67-62 and referee Padilla had it 66-60. 
both for Ali 
It was a vicious slugfest for all 14 
rounds, with Ali. the matador, stabb­ 
ing his man with lightning shots to 
the head He. delivered his one-two 
punches with such quickness that 
sometimes six and eight were sent to 
Frazier s head in succession before 
there was response. 


Ali has announced he wants one 
more fight, preferably a bout with 
the winner of a m atch between 
former champion George I* oreman, 
from whom he took the crown last 
October, and Ken Norton, who once 
broke Ali's jaw and handed him one 
of his two defeats. 
“T hen, th a t would prove to 
everybody I am the best in the 
world." he said. 
He certainly becomes one of the 
richest of all athletes and one of the 


most heralded. He was guaranteed 
$4 5 million against 43 per cent of the 
gross gate, which could reach $22 
million! and bring him $9 million 
Frazier's guarantee was $2 million 
against 23 per cent, which might 
gross him $5 million. 
Prom oter Don King, who has 
emerged as a new P T. Bamum.

WASHINGTON <AP> - 
October is the month to 
honor Robert H Goddard, 
the rocket pioneer and in­ 
ventor who was largely 
neglected in his lifetime, 
but whose patents are in­ 
volved in almost every 
space shot and missile that 
is fired He was born Oct 
15. 1882. but the deciding 
moment in his life oc­ 
curred on Oct 
19, 1899. 
when he was 17. 
On that day young God­ 
dard climbed a cherry tree 
behind his family's house 
in Worcester. Mass . and 
experienced a strange vi­ 
sion It was of a space ship 
speeding toward Mars P'or 
the rest of a life devoted to 
rockets and space he 
marked Oct. 19 as his 
‘Anniversary Day.” 
Goddard's single-minded 
dedication resulted in 214 
patents, many of them 
basic to rocketry, ac­ 
cording to Intellectual 
Property Owners Inc.. a 
nonprofit organization 
devoted to strengthening 
the patent system. He was 


a dreamer ahead of his 
time, but he was practical 
in applying for brfsic pat­ 
ents. 
One of Goddard s World 
War I inventions was a 
recoilless. hand-held in­ 
fantry rocket. It was ig­ 
nored when the war end­ 
ed. In World War II it 
became the famous an­ 
titank ‘ bazooka.” 
Fifteen years after God­ 
dard died in 1945. his wife 
. and the Guggenheim Foun­ 
dation. which had sup­ 
ported many of his efforts, 
filed patent claims on his 
behalf 
The government 
settled for $1 million and 
thereafter held rights to 
use his inventions in 
rockets, missiles and space 
exploration
